Hospital  Receives  $700,000  Gift 


W.  Clement  Stone  points  to  9th  floor,  location  of  new  biophysics  department  in  south  center 
building.  Gavin  A.  Pitt  and  John  P.  Bent  register  their  approval. 


Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hosjiital  will  receive  a grant  of  STOO.OOO  from  the 
W.  Clement  and  Jessie  V.  Stone  Eoundation  for  the  establishment  of  a dejiartment 
of  biophysics. 

This  dejiartment,  to  be  located  on  the 
9th  floor  of  the  South  Center  building, 
will  be  concerned  with  the  research  and 
development  of  mechanical  instrumen- 
tation as  it  relates  to  medicine  and  sur- 
gery. Its  function  will  be  to  coordinate 
biological  data  recorded  electronically 
or  chemically,  both  in  research  and  in 
patient  care. 

Of  the  total  gift,  S500.000  will  be  ap- 
plied toward  construction  cost  and 
equipment.  Tbe  additional  $200,000 
will  be  used  to  establish  a chairman’s 
chair  of  bio})hysics,  the  first  gift  of  its 
kind  ever  given  to  the  hospital.

House  Passes 
Nursing  Bills 

On  May  16,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives at  Springfield  voted  to 
liberalize  educational  requirements  for 
nurses.  The  nursing  hills  will  permit 
colleges  to  telescope  a three-year  nurses 
training  j)rogram  into  two  years,  open- 
ing the  door  for  jr.  colleges  to  grant 
nursing  degrees  if  they  are  affiliated 
with  accredited  hospitals.  Licensing  of 
practical  nurses  also  would  be  re- 
quired. 

“There  is  a critical  shortage  of  nurses 
today,”  said  Rep.  Frances  L.  Dawson, 
sjjonsor  of  the  hills,  “and  nursing  as- 
sociations and  medical  societies  agree 
that  this  is  the  way  to  meet  the  problem. 
This  would  not  lower  the  standards  of 
the  nursing  j)rogram,  hut  more  nurses 
would  he  trained  to  fill  the  gap  that 
exists  todav.”

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hos])ital  is 
jjiaiining  a major  nutritional  research 
center  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $500, 000. 

linder  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  M. 
kark,  attending  pliysician  and  nutri- 
tionist, tlie  center  will  expand  the  jnes- 
ent  facilities  for  nutrition  study,  and 
the  area  for  teaching  students  from  the 
University  of  Illinois  college  of  medi- 
cine. 

Edward  C Jones  of  the  Jones  Dairy 
Farms,  Fort  Atkinson,  Wisconsin,  will 
head  a committee  representing  some  of 
the  nation’s  leading  food  and  drug 
firms  to  raise  the  required  funds. 

“The  value  to  the  food  and  drug  man- 
ufacturers of  this  major  nutrition  ]>ro- 
gram  will  indeed  he  great,”  said  Mr. 
Jones.  “As  a food  manufacturer,  we 
and  others  are  constantlv  striving 
toward  j)rovision  of  jiroducts  that  will 
benefit  the  health  of  the  nation.  Cer- 
tainly the  study  of  nutrition  is  one  of 
the  most  imjiortant  facets  in  the  devcl- 
ojunent  of  quality  jnoducts.”

Hospital  to  Install  Hyperbaric  Chamber 

f’resbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  will  be  one  of  three  hosjiitals  in  the  greater 
Chicago  area  to  install  a hyperbaric  chamber  for  surgical  research. 

The  new  chamber,  designed  to  carry  pressures  equal  to  five  atmospheres,  will 
he  used  by  the  division  of  surgerv  for  research  into  heart  and  circulatory  disorders. 

In  high  jiressure  oxvgen  treatment  ( hyjierbaric ) . the  jiatient  is  placed  in  a 
chamher  where  oxvgen.  under  jiressure.  is  forced  into  the  body  tissues  in  larger 
than  normal  quantities. 

Research  indicates  that  high  pressure  oxygen  treatment  holds  special  hopes 
for  some  heart  attack  victims. 

The  ehamber  will  be  installed  at  a total  cost  of  some  $130,000.  The  funds  are 
being  sujijilied  from  outside  donors.  It  will  be  located  in  a sejiarate  building  to 
be  constructed  direetlv  south  of  the  service  building  on  Ashland  avenue.

Residents  Abroad 

In  July,  1962,  two  members  of  our 
house  staff,  Donald  M.  Buckner,  M.D., 
surgery,  and  Guy  R.  Matthew,  M.D., 
radiology,  went  abroad  for  further 
study  . . . Dr.  Buckner  to  London,  Eng- 
land, under  the  Robertson  Traveling 
Fellowship  Award,  and  Dr.  Matthew  to 
Stockholm,  Sweden,  under  a grant 
from  the  Pillshury  Resident  Fund. 
They  recently  returned  to  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Dr.  Buckner  as 
senior  surgical  resident,  and  Dr.  Mat- 
thew as  a member  of  the  radiology 
staff. 

Dr.  Buckner  studied  at  The  London 
Hospital  in  the  surgical  unit.  As  a 
“middle  registrar”  in  clinical  service, 
he  served  under  two  members  of  the 
hospital  staff,  one  a general  surgeon 
and  the  other  an  urologist.  The  faces 
at  the  London  Hosj)ital  were  not  all 
new  to  Dr.  Buckner.  Serving  in  the 
surgical  unit  were  Drs.  John  Blandy 
and  Brian  Peeling  who  sj)ent  a year 
studying  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  on  a recijjrocal  agreement  be- 
tween the  two  hos})itals.  Dr.  Buckner 
was  also  able  to  s])end  some  time  with 
another  of  our  “London  residents” — 
John  Williams,  who  is  senior  resident 
at  St.  Mary’s  Hosj)ital  in  Paddington. 

The  hospital  has  a large  playing 
held  nearby  and  they  have  several 
teams  which  jjarticipate  in  many  of  the 
major  sports — rugby,  soccor,  etc.  Dr. 
Buckner  played  a little  rugby  ...  “I 
wasn't  too  worried  about  getting  hurt 
as  they  j)iit  me  out  where  I was  safe.” 
In  the  afternoon,  families  would  come 
out  to  watch  the  game  and  then  set  np 
tea  for  everyone  in  the  field’s  ])uli. 

The  doctors  in  England  are  free  in 
the  evenings  and  on  weekends,  so  this 
gave  Dr.  Buckner  a good  chance  to  see 
London.  He  esj)ccially  enjoyed  the 
theatre  which  is  not  only  inexj)ensive 
but  continually  changing,  allowing  one 
to  go  quite  often  without  seeing  the 
same  show'  twice.  “It’s  an  ideal  city 
for  those  interested  in  the  arts  ...  a 
great  many  symphonies,  operas,  art 
exhibits,  etc.” 

Asked  about  the  English  peo}de.  Dr. 
Buckner  found  them  extremely  con- 
genial, although  reserved  at  first,  and 
very  personable.  Through  his  associ- 
ates at  the  hospital,  he  visited  many 
English  homes  and  there  met  some  of 
the  local  j)eople.  He  enjoyed  the  Eng- 
lish pubs,  and  was  impressed  by  their 
promptness  in  closing  at  11:00  p.m. 

. . . “Certainly  handicaps  serious  drink- 
ing.” 

Dr.  Buckner  was  given  a month’s 
leave  and  visited  Austria  (“Just  watch- 
ing the  skiers  breaking  legs”)  and 
Greece.  He  especially  wanted  to  visit 


Greece  as  he  is  a “history  buff”  and  was 
not  disaj)])ointed  in  the  many  Greek 
antiquities  he  saw'.  He  spent  his  time  in 
Attica  ( Athens  and  environs ) and 
hopes  to  return  some  day. 

Dr.  Matthew'  studied  at  the  Karo- 
linska  Hospital  in  the  radiology  de- 
partment of  the  thoracic  section.  A 
relatively  new  field  in  radiology  and 
one  with  very  high  standards  in  Swe- 
den. cardio-vascular  and  thoracic  radi- 
ology was  Dr.  Matthew'’s  primary  in- 
terest in  studying  in  Sweden.  He  par- 
ticipated in  many  angiographic  pro- 
cedures done  in  the  hospital,  and,  in 
addition,  was  given  the  opportunity  to 
work  in  the  roentgen  section  of  the 
animal  reserch  laboratory  on  his  own 
j)rojects.  One  such  project  concerned 
a variant  of  a technique  for  coronary 
artereography.

The  apartment  was 
I)eautifully  furnished  and  so  complete 
that  “we  could  have  moved  in  with  a 
loaf  of  bread,”  said  Mrs.  Matthew. 

Some  of  their  impressions:  the  hos- 
pitality of  the  Sw'edish  people,  al- 
though somewhat  reserved;  the  custom 
of  punctuality  and  also  the  gift  of 
(lowers  to  your  hostess;  air  of  formal- 
ity— etiquette  and  dignity  ingrained  in 
the  young  and  old;  the  enthusiasm  for 
the  outdoors,  winter  and  summer  . . . 
cross-country  skiing  expeditions  by 
families,  hockey,  ice-skating  by  chil- 
dren as  well  as  grand-parents;  the  lack 
of  slum  areas — “You  can  walk  from 
one  end  of  town  to  another  and  every- 
thing is  }iretty,  clean  and  orderly.” 

Before  they  returned  to  the  United 
States,  the  Matthews  took  an  11-day 
trip  through  Italy,  Erance,  England, 
Norway,  Finland  and  Denmark.  All  in 
all.  they  said  “it  was  good  to  be  home” 
although  they  hope  to  be  able  to  go 
back  some  day.  “It  was  a tremendously 
enriching  and  broadening  experience 
to  be  a foreigner  for  awhile  ...  it 
makes  you  appreciate  the  United 
States,”  concluded  Dr.  Matthew. 
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School  Begins  New  Program

llic  total  niimhcr  accej)tcd  to  If). 

In  addition,  the  school  initiated  in  Jnly  a four-week  ha.sic  introductory  labora- 
tory program  prior  to  the  rotational  sehedide  through  the  variou.s  laboratory 
departments.  During  this  tini)',  students  become  acquainted  witfi  the  areas  in 
which  they  will  he  training  as  well  as  learning  various  basic  laboratory  pro- 
cedures. Upon  e()in|)letion  of  the  four-week  course,  students  rotate  through 
hematology,  clinical  chemistry,  microbiology,  serology,  blood  hank  and  liis- 
tology.  In  addition,  they  attend  medical,  surgical  and  pathological  grand  rounds 
and,  when  time  permits,  various  seminars  held  by  rtdated  dej)artments. 

Medical  technology  is  a comparatively  new  |)rofession  that  has  come  of  age 
since  World  War  II.  ^('ars  ago,  pathologists  did  most  of  the  laboratory  tests, 
with  onlv  the  help  of  unskilled  assistants.  .As  medical  knowledge  grew  and  the 
demand  for  tests  that  were  becoming  more  valuable  increased,  |)athologists 
were  swanqx'd  with  work.  J’hey  began  training  men  and  women  to  Indp  make 
tests  and  analyses.  By  1928  the  number  of  such  assistants  was  large  enough  that 
the  Registry  of  tlu‘  American  Society  of  (dinical  Pathologists  ( ASCP  I was  estab- 
lished to  standardize  theii  training.  Today  the  recjuirements  to  become  a medical 
technician  are  high.  To  (pialify  for  training,  a student  must  have  a minimum 
of  three  years  of  college  work,  including  reejuired  hours  of  chemistry,  biologic 
sciences  and  mathematics.  Upon  completion  of  the  12-rnonth  training  program 
in  an  AMA  ap])roved  hospital  school  of  technology,  students  are  eligible  to 
take  the  board  of  registrv  examination  to  become  registered  medical  technologists. 

Today  there  are  31,000  registered  medical  technologists  in  the  United  States; 
and  it  is  estimated  that  more  than  twice  that  number  could  be  used  if  thev  were 
available.  Medical  technologists  are  the  pathologists'  fact-finders.  They  perform 
the  hundreds  of  tests  that  have  been  develoj)ed  to  aid  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  disease.  The  practice  of  modern  medicine  relies  heavily  on  the  clues 
that  pathologists  and  their  medical  technologists  ferret  out  in  the  laboratory.

June  8, 
1963.  A graduate  of  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege in  1913.  Dr.  Coleman  served  an 
internship  at  Presbyterial  Hos})ital.

College  until  1940  at  which  time  he 
was  ajipointed  to  the  Northwestern  Ihii- 
versitv  Medical  School  faculty.

The  personnel  dejiartment  is  well 
along  in  providing  new  identification 
cards  to  all  hospital  employees. 

The  card  contains  a photograph  and 
finger  prints  and  is  sealed  in  acetate 
to  assure  permanence.  Emjiloyees  who 
have  the  cards  report  they  are  a great 
convenience  when  cashing  checks  or 
opening  accounts. 

The  cards  also  provide  greater  hos- 
pital security  since  the  security  depart- 
ment and  department  heads  are  now 
requiring  identification  of  strangers.  A 
lost  card  is  less  likely  to  be  mis-used 
when  picture  and  jirints  can  be  used 
as  a means  of  identification. 

During  the  past  year  all  new  em- 
|)lovees  have  been  given  these  immoved 
I.D.  cards  at  all  times.  In  a disaster 
ing  continued  department  by  depart- 
ment. Duplicate  photograjihs  and  a 
complete  set  of  finger  prints  as  part  of 
the  emplovee's  file  will  serve  as  iden- 
tification in  event  of  national  emer- 
genev  or  local  disaster. 

Lmplovees  are  urged  to  carry  their 
ID.  cards  at  all  times.  In  a disaster 
situation,  they  will  be  necessary  in 
order  to  get  through  police  and  fire 
lines. 


Your  Social  Security 

Each  month  you  are  putting  a little

Hospital  were  held  on  Sej)tember  11.  Partieijrating  in  the  j)rogram  were  John  P. 
Bent,  chairman,  board  of  trustees;  Mrs.  George  S.  Chappell.  Jr.,  president, 
woman’s  board;  Philip  R.  Clarke,  member,  board  of  trustees,  and  {>ast  president.

Tours  of  the  new  facilities  and  a recejition  followed  the  ribbon-cutting  ceremony. 

Construction  of  the  two-story,  S2 
million  Health  Center  was  made  pos- 
sible through  contributions  of  the  Chi- 
cago Community  Trust,  the  Field  En- 
terj)rises  Charitable  Corj)oration,  the 
Silver  Spring  Foundation.

Pension  Plan  Reaches  Second  Anniversary 


When  Pearl  Wittmack,  R.N.  retired 
at  the  end  of  September,  she  became  the 
31st  employee  to  receive  pension  bene- 
fits under  terms  of  the  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Pension  Plan. 

A graduate  of  St.  Luke’s  School  of 
Nursing  in  1930,  Miss  Wittmack  joined 
the  hospital  family  as  a member  of  the 
nursing  staff  where  she  remained  for 
the  next  33  years.  Prior  to  her  retire- 
ment, she  held  the  ]>osition  of  assistant 
director,  Health  Center  nursing. 

Even  though  the  plan  was  started  just 
two  years  ago,  Miss  Wittmack  and  all 
other  long  service  employees  were 
given  credit  for  past  service.  Since  the 
amount  of  jjension  depends  upon  age, 
length  of  service,  earnings  and  date  of 


retirement,  each  employee  in  the  plan 
is  given  an  annual  statement  showing 
past  credits  as  well  as  estimated  future 
benefits. 

No  Cost  to  Employee 

After  a three-year  waiting  period,  all 
full-time  employees  are  automatically 
included  in  the  Pension  Plan  and  the 
hospital  pays  the  entire  cost.  Then,  if 
an  employee  retires  between  the  ages 
of  62  and  68,  benefits  have  accrued  for 
him.  Since  benefits  continue  to  build  up 
until  age  68,  there  is  the  greatest  re- 
tirement income  for  the  individual 
working  until  that  age.  All  benefits  un- 
der the  plan  are  in  addition  to  pay- 
ments from  Soeial  Seeurity.

Current  Building  Projects 

South  Center  Building:  The  con- 
tractor is  adding  shell  construction  of 
floors  5 through  9 on  this  building.  The 
next  step  will  be  shell  construction  of 
floors  10  through  13. 

Pavilion:  The  center  stairway  on 
floors  2 through  5 have  been  removed 
and  the  space  converted  to  four  2-bed 
patient  rooms.  The  area  at  the  south 
end  of  Pavilion  2,  formerly  occupied 
by  laundry  locker  rooms  and  a stair- 
way, has  been  remodeled  for  use  by 
ECG.  This  is  a temporary  location 
for  this  department  as  it  will  move  to 
10  South  Center  when  the  upper  floor 
construction  of  the  new  building  is 
completed. 

Jones  Building:  The  emergency 

rooms  on  the  Jones  1st  floor  corridor 
(west  side  only)  will  be  renovated  to 
make  them  more  usable,  rooms  will  be 
widened  by  extending  into  corridor, 
room  partitions  removed  and  divided 
by  curtains  (this  will  allow  the  emer- 
gency staff  to  move  quickly  from  one 
emergency  to  another). 

Murdock  Building:  Minor  surgery 
treatment  rooms  are  being  built  on  the 
east  side  of  the  corridor  on  the  1st 
floor.  On  the  west  side  of  the  corridor 
two  cast  rooms  have  been  renovated. 

The  department  of  neurology  is  lo- 
cated on  Murdock  2 in  space  formerly 
occupied  by  ECG.  This  area  will  shortly 
start  to  undergo  remodeling  to  be  used 
by  this  department  as  laboratory  space. 


Senn-Rawson  Buildings : The  1st  and 
2nd  floors  are  being  remodeled  as  part 
of  the  Health  Center  project.  This  work 
includes  all  of  both  floors  of  Senn  and 
the  1st  floor  of  Rawson  as  far  west  as 
the  elevators.  On  Rawson  2 the  OB 
Clinic  will  be  remodeled. 

Future  Building  Project

In  Memoriam 

Solomon  A.  Smith,  86,  October  20, 
1963.  Appointed  to  the  hospital’s  Board 
of  Trustees  in  1916,  Mr.  Smith  served 
as  treasurer,  chairman  of  the  invest- 
ment committee,  member  of  the  execu- 
tive committee,  and  member  of  the 
Anchor  Cross  Society.  He  had  long 
been  one  of  the  hospital’s  most  active 
and  interested  trustees.

“The  recent  improvements  in  our 
])arking  areas,  together  with  the  addi- 
tional security  personnel  which  the  hos- 
])ital  has  engaged,  has  made  it  neces- 
sary to  adjust  the  rates  previously

Surgeon  Reports  On 
Korean  Mission 

Clarc'Mcc  \V.  Monroe.  M.l).,  allcnd- 
|)laslic  surgeon,  relnrned  in  No- 
\('inl)('r  alU'r  spi'iiding  two  monllis 
working  in  llie  Pr('sl)ylerian  Missicni 
Hospital  and  I.eprosarinin  in  'I’aegu, 
Korea. 


He  found  the  cultural  sliock  from 
our  clean,  well-equipped  hospitals  to 
the  more  [)rimitive  situation  present  in 
Korea  a little  diHicult  to  recover  from 
at  first.  Hut  if  medical  service  is  to  he 
offered  at  all  to  a very  needy  group,  he 
found  that  it  is  jiossihle  to  dispense 
with  most  of  the  niceties  of  our  level  of 
medical  care  and  still  offer  the  needy 
Korean  the  essentials  of  good  surgical 
care. 

Dr.  Monroe  said  he  found  the  disease 
of  leprosy  to  he  a fascinating  medical 
jirohlem.  both  in  what  it  does  in  a very 
slow,  quiet  way  to  the  patient,  and  what 
can  be  done  to  repair  the  ravages  of  the 
disease.  The  disease  rarely  kills  but 
only  cripples  the  patient.  Many  stigma 
of  the  disease  are  often  obvious  even 
though  the  infection  has  been  cured  by 
drugs.  In  the  Orient  these  stigma  are 
regarded  as  a curse  and  not  a disease. 
Therefore  no  one  will  have  anything  to 
do  with  these  people — they  are  not  per- 
mitted to  work  or  associate  w ith  others 
and  often  either  starve  or  find  their  w ay 
into  a lejirosarium.  There  are  not 
nearly  enough  of  these  institutions  to 
care  for  the  40,000  patients  with  lep- 
rosy in  Korea.  It  was  very  gratifying 
to  Dr.  Monroe  to  see  the  results  after 
replacing  eyebrows,  rebuilding  noses 
and  minimizing  facial  jiaralysis,  all  of 
which  are  frequent  end  results  of  lep- 
rosy. 

Mrs.  Monroe  accomj)anied  the  doctor 
and  found  plenty  to  occujiy  her  time. 
She  taught  10  hours  of  English  classes 
a week  to  student  nurses,  plus  tutoring 
others,  including  a class  of  medical 
technicians.  She  also  did  a lot  of  sewing 
for  the  oj)erating  room  and  other  volun- 
teer work  at  the  hos})ital. 

One  might  hazard  a guess  from  Dr 
Monroe’s  enthusiasm  for  the  work  that 
he  would  someday  find  himself  in 
Korea  again!
